(2) A credit union shall not engage in a promotion described in clause 42 (1) (b) on a credit union website unless the 
promotion relates to an insurer, agent or broker that deals only in authorized types of insurance. 


(3) A credit union shall not engage in a promotion described in clause 42 (2) (d) on a credit union website unless the 
promotion relates to a policy of an authorized type of insurance.

(2) For the purposes of subsections 2 (2) and (3) of the Act (principal residence), the prescribed amount is $10,000. 


RULES AND PROCEDURES FOR EXEMPTION CLAIM 
Notice of exemption 


2. (1) When a sheriff seizes chattels of a debtor that may be exempt from seizure, the sheriff shall serve a notice of 
exemption, in a form approved by the Attorney General, on the debtor. 


(2) The notice of exemption may be served on the debtor, 
(a) by personal service; 
(b) by leaving a copy of the notice with a person who appears to be an adult at the debtor’s last known address; or 


(c) by leaving a copy of the notice in a conspicuous place at the debtor’s last known address and by mailing another copy 
of the notice to the debtor’s last known address on the same day or the following day. 


(3) Service is effective immediately if the notice is served in accordance with clause (2) (a) or (b). 
(4) Service is effective on the fifth day after the notice is mailed if it 1s served in accordance with clause (2) (c). 
Exemption claim 


3. (1) A debtor may file an exemption claim with the sheriff, in a form approved by the Attorney General, within five 
business days of being served with a notice of exemption. under section 2. 


(2) Unless ordered to do so by the court, the sheriff shall not accept an exemption claim that is filed after the period of five 
business days has elapsed. 


(3) Ifan exemption claim is filed with the sheriff, he or she shall determine if the chattels seized are eligible for exemption 
from seizure under section 2 of the Act. 


(4) After making a determination under subsection (3), the sheriff shall mail or email a letter, in the form approved by the 
Attorney General, to the creditor and debtor to set out the exemption entitlement or to advise of the denial of the exemption 
claim. 


(5) The debtor has five business days from the date he or she receives the sheriff’s determination to contact the enforcement 
office to, 
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(a) make arrangements to take possession of the exempted chattels; and 
(b) if appropriate, make an election under subsection 3 (3) of the Act to receive the proceeds from the sale of the chattels. 


(6) The debtor shall take possession of the exempted chattels within a time period that the sheriff deems reasonable in the 
circumstances. 


(7) The debtor’s exemption claim is deemed to be abandoned, and the sale of the seized chattels may proceed, if the debtor, 


(a) does not make appropriate arrangements to take possession of the exempted chattels within five business days of being 
notified of the sheriff’s determination; or 


(b) does not take possession of the exempted chattels within the period that the sheriff deems reasonable in the 
circumstances. 


Dispute 


4. (1) Ifa dispute arises regarding chattels that are or may be exempt from seizure, the debtor or creditor may apply to the 
Superior Court of Justice for the determination of the question in accordance with subsection 8 (1) of the Act. 


' (2) The debtor or creditor shall serve the sheriff with notice of the application. 


(3) Ifthe sheriff receives notice of an application relating to chattels that are or may be exempt from seizure, the sheriff 
shall defer the sale of the chattels until the court can make a determination on the matter.

GOVERNMENT STORES 


GENERAL 
Opening hours 
1. A government store shall be kept open for the sale of liquor during such hours as the Board from time to time directs. 


Brewers Retail Inc. 


2. Government stores for the sale of beer only may be established by Brewers Retail Inc. in any location approved by the 
Board and a manufacturer of beer licensed by the Alcohol and Gaming Commission of Ontario may store and sell beer in 
those stores under the control and supervision of the Board. 


Beer manufactured outside Ontario 


3. (1) Manufacturers are authorized to sell beer manufactured outside Ontario but within Canada to the Board for sale 
through Brewers Retail Inc. at the outlets approved by the Board. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies with respect to beer manufactured in a jurisdiction only if, in that jurisdiction, manufacturers 
are treated, with respect to the selling of beer manufactured in Ontario, in a way that is similar to the way manufacturers are 
treated in Ontario under subsection (1). 


Beer sold in store operated by manufacturer 


4. A manufacturer of beer shall not store or sell beer in a store to which an authorization under clause 3 (1) (e) of the Act 
applies if, 


(a) the beer contains alcohol that was obtained other than by the fermentation of an infusion or decoction of barley, malt 
and hops or of any similar products; and 


(b) the alcohol described in clause (a) increases the total alcohol content of the beer by more than 0.5 of | per cent by 
volume. 


GOVERNMENT STORES TO WHICH AUTHORIZATIONS UNDER CLAUSE 3 (1) (£.1) OF THE ACT APPLY 
Interpretation 
5. (1) For the purposes of this section and sections 6 to 8, 
“Category A store” means a retail store described in subsection (2); 
“Category B store” means a retail store that is not a Category A store; 


“census division” means a census division as identified in the 2011 Census of Canada, as reported by Statistics Canada under 
the Statistics Act (Canada); 


“East Region” means the census divisions of Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry; Prescott and Russell; Ottawa; Leeds and 
Grenville; Lanark; Frontenac; Lennox and Addington; Hastings; Prince Edward; Northumberland; Peterborough; Kawartha 
Lakes; Simcoe; Muskoka; Haliburton; and Renfrew; 


“franchise system” has the same meaning as in subsection | (1) of the Arthur Wishart Act (Franchise Disclosure), 2000; 


“franchisor” has the same meaning as in subsection | (1) of the Arthur Wishart Act (Franchise Disclosure), 2000; 
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“Greater Toronto Area Region” means the census divisions of Durham, York, Toronto, Peel and Halton; 


“North Region” means the census divisions of Nipissing, Parry Sound, Sudbury, Greater Sudbury, Timiskaming, Cochrane, 
Algoma, Thunder Bay, Rainy River and Kenora; 


“production year” has the same meaning as in subsection 17 (1) of the Alcohol and Gaming Regulation and Public Protection 
Act, 1996; 


“region” means the East Region, Greater Toronto Area Region, North Region or West Region; 
“related”, when used in connection with retail stores, has the meaning set out in subsection (3); 


“sales year” has the same meaning as in subsection 17 (1) of the A/cohol and Gaming Regulation and Public Protection Act, 
1996; 


‘“‘West Region” means the census divisions of Dufferin, Wellington, Hamilton, Niagara, Haldimand-Norfolk, Brant, Waterloo, 
Perth, Oxford, Elgin, Chatham-Kent, Essex, Lambton, Middlesex, Huron, Bruce, Grey and Manitoulin. 


(2) Aretail store is a Category A store if the sum of its annual worldwide revenue and the annual worldwide revenue of all 
related retail stores is greater than $1 billion. 


(3) A retail store is related to another retail store if, 
(a) both stores are operated by the same person; 

(b) the operators of the stores are affiliates; or 

(c) both stores are part of the same franchise system. 


(4) For the purposes of this section and sections 6 to 8, an affiliate of a store operator or a beer manufacturer means the 
following: 


1. If the store operator or beer manufacturer is a corporation, an affiliate within the meaning of the A/cohol and Gaming 
Regulation and Public Protection Act, 1996. 


2. Ifthe store operator or beer manufacturer is a partner in a partnership, another partner in the partnership. 
3. Ifthe store operator or beer manufacturer is a member of a joint venture, another member of the joint venture. 
Issuing and transferring authorizations 


6. (1) This section applies to the Board’s issuing of authorizations under clause 3 (1) (e.1) of the Act to operate government 
stores for the sale of liquor to the public. 


(2) The Board may issue an authorization to a person for the sale of beer in a retail store that the person operates if the 
store meets the following criteria: 


1. The store offers a variety of each of the following types of food products for sale: 
i. Canned food. 
i. Dry food. 
il. Frozen food. 
iv. Fresh fruit. 
v. Fresh vegetables. 
vi. Fresh meats. 
vil. Prepared meats. 
vill. Fish. 
1x. Poultry. 
x. Dairy products. 
x1. Baked goods. 
xu. Snack foods. 
2. Food products make up no less than 10,000 square feet of total retail floor space in the store. 


3. The store must not primarily be identified to the public as a pharmacy, even if a pharmacy as defined in the Drug and 
Pharmacies Regulation Act is located within the store. 


(3) No more than 60 authorizations shall be in effect at any one time. 
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(4) Subject to subsection (7), the Board shall approve an application to transfer an authorization to a person who has 
purchased the retail store to which the authorization applies if the store meets the issuing criteria in subsection (2) on the date 
of the application. 


(5) Subject to subsection (7), the Board shall approve an application to change the retail store location to which an 
authorization applies if all of the following criteria are met: 


1. The proposed location is within the same region as the store to which the authorization applies. 


2. The retail store at the proposed location will be operated by the same person who operates the store to which the 
authorization applies. 


3. The retail store at the proposed location meets the issuing criteria in subsection (2). 


(6) Subject to subsection (7), the Board shall approve an application to transfer an authorization to a person who proposes 
to change the location to which the authorization applies if all of the following criteria are met: 


1. The proposed location is within the same region as the store to which the authorization applies. 
2. The retail store at the proposed location will be operated, 
i. by an affiliate of the person who operates the store to which the authorization applies, or 


ii. by a person who operates a store that is part of the same franchise system as the store to which the authorization 
applies. 


3. The retail store at the proposed location meets the issuing criteria in subsection (2). 


(7) The Board shall not issue or transfer an authorization to a person for the sale of beer in a retail store that the person 
operates if any of the following circumstances exist: 


1. Having regard to the person’s financial position, the person cannot reasonably be expected to be financially responsible 
in the conduct of the person’s business. 


2. The past or present conduct of the persons referred to in subsection (8) affords reasonable grounds to believe that the 
person will not carry on business in accordance with the law and with integrity and honesty. 


3. After entering into a supply agreement under section 8 in respect of a store, the person terminated a lease or licence in 
respect of a space at the store for the operation of a winery retail store for any reason other than a default by the winery 
retail store operator under the lease or licence. 


(8) Paragraph 2 of subsection (7) applies to the following persons: 
1. The person operating the store. 
2. An officer or director of the person operating the store. 
3. A person having responsibility for the management or operation of the store. 


(9) The Board shall not issue an authorization to a person for the sale of beer in a retail store that the person operates, 
transfer an authorization to a person or approve an application to change a retail store location if the retail store, or the 
proposed location of the retail store, as the case may be, is located within 10 kilometres of an agency store within the meaning 
of subsection 17 (1) of the Alcohol and Gaming Regulation and Public Protection Act, 1996. 


(10) The Board shall allocate authorizations under this section in accordance with the following rules: 


1. No more than the number of authorizations set out in Column 2 of the Table to this section opposite a region in Column 
| shall be allocated to retail stores in the region. 


2. No more than the number of authorizations set out in Column 3 of the Table to this section opposite a region in Column 
1 shall be allocated to Category A stores in the region. 


3. No more than the number of authorizations set out in Column 4 of the Table to this section opposite a region in Column 
1 shall be allocated to a single group of related Category A stores in the region. 


4. No more than the number of authorizations set out in Column 5 of the Table to this section opposite a region in Column 
1 shall be allocated to a single group of related Category B stores in the region. 


5. The number of authorizations across all regions allocated to a single group of related Category A stores shall not 
exceed 19. 


6. The number of authorizations across all regions allocated to a single group of related Category B stores shall not 
exceed 4. 


(11) The Board shall, on request, provide a person with information about the boundaries of census divisions.

Conditions of authorization 


7. (1) The following conditions apply to an authorization issued or transferred under section 6 in respect of the acquisition 
of beer for sale in a retail store: 


1. The store operator must be a party to a supply agreement with the Board under section 8 and must comply with the 
agreement. 


2. The store operator must not acquire beer for resale in any manner other than from the Board in accordance with the 
supply agreement. 


3. The store operator and its agents and employees must not directly or indirectly request, demand or receive any 
financial or non-monetary benefit in Ontario or in any other jurisdiction from a beer manufacturer or its representative 
or employee. . 


4. If the store operator charges a fee to beer manufacturers for providing distribution and warehousing services, the fee 
must be calculated in the same manner for all manufacturers and must be made publicly available. 


5. The store operator must not enter into an agreement with a beer manufacturer if the agreement restricts the 
manufacturer’s ability to sell its beer in other stores. 


(2) The following conditions apply to authorizations issued or transferred under section 6 in respect of the sale and 
advertising of beer: 


1. The store operator must ensure that the store begins to sell beer to the public within six months after the authorization 
is issued and continues to sell beer thereafter. 


2. The store operator must offer to sell a variety of brands of beer from manufacturers with a variety of annual production 
amounts. 


3. The store operator must not sell or offer to sell beer in containers having a volume of more than 750 millilitres. 
4. The store operator must not sell or offer to sell beer that is a malt-based cooler. 
5. The store operator must not sell or offer to sell beer if, 


i. the beer contains alcohol that was obtained other than by the fermentation of an infusion or decoction of barley, 
malt and hops or of any similar products, and 


il. the alcohol described in subparagraph i increases the total alcohol content of the beer by more than 0.5 of 1 per 
cent by volume. 


6. The store operator must not sell or offer to sell beer if the total alcohol content of the beer exceeds 7.1 per cent by 
volume. 


7. The store operator must not sell or offer to sell beer in packages with more than six containers and must not offer a 
discount or a rebate in respect of purchases of more than six containers. 


8. The store operator must not sell or offer to sell a brand of beer if the store operator or any of its affiliates has a direct 
or indirect financial interest in the brand or a trademark under which the beer is marketed. 


9. The store operator must ensure that beer is displayed in a single contiguous product display area. 


10. The store operator must ensure that at least 20 per cent of the containers of beer on display to consumers is beer 
produced by small brewers. 


11. The store operator and its agents and employees must not directly or indirectly request, demand or receive any 
financial or non-monetary benefit in Ontario or in any other jurisdiction from a beer manufacturer or its representative 
or employee for the provision of shelf space or product listing for the manufacturer’s beer or for any merchandising, 
marketing or promotional opportunities, and the store operator must not enter into an agreement with a beer 
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manufacturer if the agreement guarantees the provision of shelf space or product listing for the manufacturer’s beer or 
guarantees any merchandising, marketing or promotional opportunities. 


12. The store operator must ensure that any person who sells or is involved in the sampling of beer has successfully 
completed a server training course. 


13. The store operator must not, 


i. accept as full or part payment for beer any benefits issued pursuant to a loyalty or rewards marketing program, 
including coupons, tickets, points or rewards, 


ll. exchange, convert or redeem any benefits issued pursuant to a loyalty or rewards marketing program, including 
coupons, tickets, points or rewards, for cash that is applied to payment for beer, or 


iil. offer free or discounted merchandise contingent on the purchase of beer. 


14. Except as may be required on sales receipts and invoices for the purposes of the Excise Tax Act (Canada), the store 
operator shall display and advertise prices for beer that include all applicable taxes and container deposits, including 
container deposits payable under the terms of a supply agreement between the store operator and the Board under 
section 8. 


15. All aspects of the sale of beer, including ordering and payment, must be conducted in person at the store. 


16. The store operator must ensure that, before beer is sold to a person apparently under the age of 19 years, the person’s 
identification is inspected in accordance with subsection (7). 


(3) The following conditions apply to authorizations issued or transferred under section 6 in respect of the operation of the 
retail store to which the authorization applies: 


1. The store operator must operate the store in compliance with all applicable federal, provincial and municipal law. 


2. The store operator must ensure that the store maintains compliance with the criteria set out in paragraphs | to 3 of 
subsection 6 (2). 


3. The store operator must provide a secure area for the storage of beer that is not on display. 
4. The store operator must ensure that any employee who handles beer at the store is at least 18 years of age. 


5. The store operator must ensure that beer is not available to customers outside of the hours of operation authorized by 
the Board for the sale of beer. 


6. The store operator must post the authorization in a conspicuous place in the store to which the authorization applies. 


7. If the store operator leases or licenses space for the operation of a winery retail store, the operator must not terminate 
the lease or licence for any reason other than a default by the winery retail store operator under the lease or licence. 


(4) For the purposes of paragraph 10 of subsection (2), a beer manufacturer is a small brewer for a sales year if, 


(a) in the preceding production year, the manufacturer’s worldwide production did not exceed 400,000 hectolitres of beer 
or, if the manufacturer has been manufacturing beer for less than one year, its worldwide production 1s not expected to 
exceed 400,000 hectolitres of beer in the year; and 


(b) every affiliate that the manufacturer had that manufactured beer in the preceding production year was a small brewer. 


(5) The following shall be included in determining the amount of a beer manufacturer’s worldwide production of beer for 
a particular production year for the purposes of subsection (4): 


1. All beer manufactured during the year by the beer manufacturer, including beer that is manufactured under contract 
for another beer manufacturer. 


2. All beer manufactured during the year by an affiliate of the manufacturer, including beer manufactured by the affiliate 
under contract for another beer manufacturer. 


3. All beer manufactured during the year by another beer manufacturer under contract for the manufacturer or for an 
affiliate of the manufacturer. 


(6) A contract referred to in subsection (5) does not include a contract, agreement or arrangement that provides only for 
the final bottling or other packaging, including any incidental processes such as final filtration and final carbonation or the 
addition of any substance to the beer that, if added, must be added at the time of final filtration. 


(7) For the purposes of paragraph 16 of subsection (2), 


(a) the person’s item of identification must include a photograph of the person, must state his or her date of birth and must 
reasonably appear to have been issued by a government; and 
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(b) without limiting the generality of clause (a), the item of identification may be any of the types listed in subsection 41 
(5) of Regulation 719 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (Licences to Sell Liquor) made under the Liquor 
Licence Act. 


Supply agreements 


8. (1) The Board may enter into a supply agreement with a store operator for the supply of beer to the operator on the 
terms the Board considers reasonable. 


(2) The Board shall not enter into a supply agreement with a store operator if the agreement would result in there being 
more supply agreements in respect of a region than there are authorizations for that region permitted under the allocation 
rules in subsection 6 (10). 


(3) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), in determining whether to enter into an agreement with a store 
operator the Board shall consider the price the operator offers to the Board for beer, as determined through a competitive 
process. 


(4) Iftwo or more retail stores are part of the same franchise system, only the franchisor of the franchise system may enter 
the competitive process referred to in subsection (3). 


(5) Ifa supply agreement between the Board and store operator is terminated, the store operator shall not enter a competitive 
process that commences within three years after the agreement was terminated and that is in respect of the same region to 
which the agreement related. 


(6) An agreement under this section is conditional on the store operator having a valid authorization under section 6.

(ONTARIO DEPOSIT RETURN PROGRAM) 


1. (1) The definition of “Ontario deposit return program” in section 1 of Ontario Regulation 13/07 is revoked and 
the following substituted: 


“Ontario deposit return program” means, subject to subsection (2), the waste reduction and recycling program established by 
the government of Ontario that includes, 


(a) the requirement that manufacturers of beer and spirits and wineries that manufacture Ontario wine that are authorized 
to sell liquor to the public through their government stores under the Act or to sell directly to persons licensed to sell 
liquor under the Liquor Licence Act collect a deposit and remit the deposit to the Board, and 


(b) the requirement that persons authorized under clause 3 (1) (e.1) of the Act to operate government stores for the sale of 
liquor to the public collect a deposit; (“programme de consignation de |’Ontario”’) 


(2) Section 1 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 
(2) The Ontario deposit return program does not include the Brewers Retail Inc. packaging return system. 
2. (1) Subsection 2 (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
(1) This Regulation applies to the following: 
1. All manufacturers of beer and spirits and wineries that manufacture Ontario wine that are authorized, 
i. under clause 3 (1) (e) of the Act to operate a government store, or 
ii. under clause 3 (1) (b) of the Act to sell directly to persons licensed to sell liquor under the Liguor Licence Act. 


2. All persons who are authorized under clause 3 (1) (e.1) of the Act to operate government stores for the sale of liquor 
to the public. 


(2) Section 2 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsections: 


(2.1) A person authorized under clause 3 (1) (e.1) of the Act to operate a government store for the sale of liquor to the 
public shall, as a condition to the authorization, 


(a) collect a deposit on every regulated container it sells directly through its government store; 


(b) maintain at its head office all necessary records to substantiate that all deposits have been collected in accordance with 
the Ontario deposit return program; 


(c) permit the Minister or his or her designate to conduct audits of the records referred to in clause (b) and assist in an audit 
in accordance with subsection (3.1); and 


(d) correct its records and remit any amount found to be owing to the Board, in accordance with subsection (4.1). 


(3.1) A person described in paragraph 2 of subsection (1) shall make available to the Minister or his or her designate copies 
of all records requested for the purpose of conducting an audit under clause (2.1) (c). 


(3) Subsection 2 (4) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “an audit” in the portion before clause (a) and 
substituting “an audit under clause (2) (e)”. 


(4) Section 2 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(4.1) If the Minister or his or her designate determines during an audit under clause (2.1) (c) that the amount of the deposits

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(b) that the person remit the amount owing to the Board within 15 days after the date of the order.

1. Section 1.2 of the Distribution System Code is amended as follows: 
a. The following definition is added immediately after the definition of “consumer”: 
“CSP” means the centralized service provider engaged by the Board to administer the OESP on the Board's behalf: 
b. The definition of “eligible low-income customer” is replaced with the following: 
“eligible low-income customer” means: 
(a) aresidential electricity consumer who has been approved by the CSP for the OESP; or 
(b) aresidential electricity consumer who has been approved by a LEAP Intake Agency for Emergency Financial Assistance; 
c. The definition of “Emergency Financial Assistance” is replaced with the following: 
“Emergency Financial Assistance” means emergency financial assistance under LEAP; 
d. The following definitions are added immediately after the definition of “large embedded generation facility”: 
“LEAP” means the Low-Income Energy Assistance Program established by the Board; 


“LEAP Intake Agency” means a social service agency, municipality or government agency that assesses a residential electricity consumer’s eligibility 
for Emergency Financial Assistance; 


e. The following definition is added immediately after the definition of “MOST meter”: 
“OESP” means the Ontario Electricity Support Program established pursuant to section 79.2 of the Ontario Energy Board Act; 
f. The definition of “Social Service Agency or Government Agency” is deleted. 
2. Section 1.3 of the Distribution System Code is amended as follows: 
a. The section heading, “Interpretations”, is replaced with “Interpretation”. 
b. Section 1.3.2 is replaced with the following: 


1.3.2 For the purposes of the definition of “eligible low-income customer” in section 1.2 of this Code, a residential electricity customer becomes an 
eligible low-income customer on the day the customer is approved for Emergency Financial Assistance or the OESP, and remains an eligible low- 
income customer until the later of the following days: (a) the day that is two years from the day the customer is approved for Emergency Financial 
Assistance, and (b) the day that the customer stops receiving assistance under the OESP.

9.1 Eligibility for OESP Rate Assistance

“account-holder” means a consumer who has an account with a distributor that falls within a residential-rate classification as specified in a rate order 
made by the Board under section 78 of the Act, and who lives at the service address to which the account relates for at least six months in a year; 


“electricity-intensive medical device” means an oxygen concentrator, a mechanical ventilator, or such other device as may be specified by the Board; 


“household” means the account-holder and any other people living at the account-holder ss service address for at least six months in a year, including 
people other than the account-holder s spouse, children or other relatives; 


“household income” means the combined annual after-tax income of all members of a household aged 16 or over; and 
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9.1.2 For the purpose of subsection 79.2(4) of the Act, the following classes of consumers are rate-assisted consumers and are eligible for OESP rate 
assistance: 
I. Class A comprises: 


(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of one or two persons; 
(b) — account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of three persons; 
(c) — account-holders with a household income of between $39,001 and $48,000 living in a household of five persons; and 


(d) — account-holders with a household income of between $48,001 and $52,000 living in a household of seven or more persons; but does not 
include account-holders in Class E. 


Class B comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of three persons; 
(b)  account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of four persons; 


(c)  account-holders with a household income of between $39,001 and $48,000 living in a household of six persons; but does not include 
account-holders in Class F- 


Class C comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of four persons; 
(b)  account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of five persons; 


(c) — account-holders with a household income of between $39,001 and $48,000 living in a household of seven or more persons; but does not 
include account-holders in Class G. 


Class D comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of five persons; and 


(b)  account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of six persons; but does not include 
account-holders in Class H. 


Class E comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class A who also meet any of the following 
conditions: 


(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class F comprises: 

(a)  account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of six or more persons; 

(b) — account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of seven or more persons; or 

(c) — account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class B who also meet any of the following conditions: 
i. the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
ii. the account-holder or any member of the account-holder 5 household is an Aboriginal person; or 


iii. the account-holder or any member of the account-holder's household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive 
medical device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class G comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class C who also meet any of the following 
conditions: 


(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder 's household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class H comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class D who also meet any of the following 
conditions: 


(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder's household is an Aboriginal person ; or 


(c) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 
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9. Class | comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under paragraphs (a) or (b) of Class F who also meet 
any of the following conditions: 
(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


9.1.3 In the event of a conflict, an order of the Board under subsection 79.2(4) of the Act prevails over this section 9.1 to the extent of the conflict. 


9.1.4 The Board may from time to time, without a hearing, revise the income parameters of the classes described in section 9.1.2, having regard to any 
changes to the Low-Income Measures published by Statistics Canada, except that no such revision shall be effective before January 1, 2017. 


9.2 Application of OESP Rate Assistance to the Bill 


9.2.1 Where a distributor receives notice from the CSP that a consumer is eligible for rate assistance under the OESP., the distributor shall as soon as 
reasonably practicable apply the rate assistance specified in the notice to the consumer & bill. 


9.2.2 The distributor shall apply the OESP rate assistance on the consumer 5 bill for the eligibility period specified in the notice, unless a different eligibility 
period is specified by the CSP any time thereafter or the distributor issues a final bill to the consumer before the eligibility period has expired. 


9.2.3 Where a distributor receives notice from the CSP that a consumer § eligibility for rate assistance under the OESP has been renewed or canceled, or that 
the amount of rate assistance for which the consumer is eligible has changed, the distributor shall implement the necessary changes to the consumer 
bill as soon as reasonably practicable. 


9.2.4 Where a distributor issues a bill covering less than a full billing period, the distributor may prorate the amount of the OESP rate assistance. 


9.2.5 Where a distributor disconnects and issues a final bill to a consumer who is receiving OESP rate assistance and within two billing periods reconnects 
the consumer at the same premises, the distributor shall upon the reconnection apply the OESP rate assistance to the consumer ¥ bill for the remainder 
Of the eligibility period under section 9.2.2, if any. 


9.2.6 Where the OESP rate assistance applied to a consumer °s bill exceeds the amount owing on the bill, the distributor shall carry forward the credit to one 
or more subsequent bills, however the distributor shall not issue a refund of the credit to the consumer at any time including at the time the account is 
closed or transferred. 


9.3 Billing Corrections 


9.3.1 Where a distributor receives notice from the CSP of a correction to the amount of rate assistance that was specified in a notice under section 9.2.1, or 
where the distributor discovers that it has mistakenly applied an amount of rate assistance to a consumer § bill other than the amount specified in the 
notice under section 9.2.1, the distributor shall apply the corrected amount as soon as reasonably practicable. 


9.3.2 Where the corrected amount is greater than the amount that was specified in the notice under section 9.2.1, the distributor shall apply any rate 
assistance owing as a credit on the consumer s account and identify the amount credited as a billing adjustment on the bill. 


9.3.3 Where the corrected amount is less than the amount that was specified in the notice under section 9.2.1, the distributor shall not be entitled to recoup 
any rate assistance that the consumer has already received, and for greater certainty the distributor shall not collect any such rate assistance as under- 
billed amounts under sections 7.7.4 and 7.7.4.1 of the Retail Settlement Code, without the approval of the Board. 


9.4 Technical and Administrative Requirements of the CSP 


9.4.1 A distributor shall adhere to any technical and administrative requirements set out in a procedure or guideline issued by the CSP, provided that no such 
procedure or guideline is effective until it is approved by the Board. 


9.5 Communications with Consumers 


9.5.1 A distributor shall notify a consumer in writing that the consumer § eligibility period for OESP rate assistance is expiring at least 60 days before the 
period expires, and shall include in the notice information about applying for a renewal of the eligibility period. If the distributor sends the notice by 
mail, the distributor shall not include the notice in the same envelope as a bill or any other documentation emanating from the distributor. 


9.5.2 A distributor shall post on its website a link to the Board's OESP application portal. 
9.6 Settlement 


9.6.1 For each calendar month in which a distributor applies any OESP rate assistance on consumer bills or collects any OESP-related charges, the 
distributor shall settle with the IESO within such time limits as the IESO specifies.

. Throughout the Unit Sub-Metering Code (namely sections 4.1.5A, 4.1.5B, 4.1.14B, 4.1.14C, 4.2.5A, 4.2.5G, 4.6.5, 4.6.6, 4.6.14, 4.6.17 and 4.9.6) the term 


“eligible low-income consumer” (or, in the case of 4.1.5B, “low-income consumer’) is replaced with “eligible low-income customer ”’. 


Section 1.3 of the Unit Sub-Metering Code is amended as follows:

The section heading, “Interpretations”, is replaced with “Interpretation”. 


Sections 1.3.2 and 1.3.3 are deleted. 


Section 3.4 is amended as follows: 


a. 


The following is added to the end of section 3.4.2, after “consumers”: 

and the continuous application of OESP rate assistance to the bills of eligible consumers. 
The following is added to section 3.4.3, after “consumption”: 

but not including consumer information regarding the OESP. 

The following is added to the end of section 3.4.3, after “consumers”: 


Where the departing unit sub-meter provider is advised by the exempt distributor of the identity of the new unit sub-meter provider, the departing unit 
sub-meter provider shall, prior to the termination of the contract or as soon as reasonably practicable thereafter, ensure that consumer information 
regarding the OESP is properly transferred to the new unit sub-meter provider to allow for the continuous application of OESP rate assistance to the 
bills of eligible consumers, but in no case shall either unit sub-meter provider transfer such information to the exempt distributor. 


Section 4.1.5A of the Unit Sub-Metering Code is amended by deleting the phrase “an eligible low-income consumer provided that such a consumer contacts 
the unit sub-meter provider and thereafter confirms his or her low-income eligibility” and replacing it with “eligible low-income customers upon request.” 


Section 4.1.5C of the Unit Sub-Metering Code is replaced with the following: 


4.1.5C A unit sub-meter provider shall not collect a security deposit from an eligible low-income customer who has requested a waiver under section 4.1.5A. 


Paragraphs 4.2.5A(j)(ii) and 4.2.2.5G(f)(i1) are amended by replacing the phrase “a Board-approved Emergency Financial Assistance Program administered 
through a Social Service Agency or Government Agency” with “Emergency Financial Assistance”. 


Section 4.2.8 of the Unit Sub-Metering Code is amended by adding the word “a” between “from” and “consumer”. 


10. The following chapter 5 is added to the Unit Sub-Metering Code: 


5 OESP 
5.1 Eligibility for OESP Rate Assistance 


5.1.1 In this section 5.1: 


“Aboriginal person” includes a person who is a First Nations person, a Métis person or an Inuit person; 


“account-holder” means a consumer who has an account with a unit sub-meter provider for electricity service at a residential dwelling, and who lives 
at the dwelling for at least six months in a year; 


“electricity-intensive medical device” means an oxygen concentrator, a mechanical ventilator, or such other device as may be specified by the Board; 


“household” means the account-holder and any other people living at the account-holder s service address for at least six months in a year, including 
people other than the account-holder s spouse, children or other relatives; 


“household income” means the combined annual after-tax income of all members of a household aged 16 or over; and 


5.1.2 For the purpose of subsection 79.2(4) of the Act, the following classes of consumers are rate-assisted consumers and are eligible for OESP rate 


assistance: 

I. Class A comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of one or two persons; 
(b) — account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of three persons; 
(c) — account-holders with a household income of between $39,001 and $48,000 living in a household of five persons; and 


(d) —account-holders with a household income of between $48,001 and $52,000 living in a household of seven or more persons; but does not 
include account-holders in Class E. 
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Class B comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of three persons; 
(b)  account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of four persons; 


(c)  account-holders with a household income of between $39,001 and $48,000 living in a household of six persons; but does not include 
account-holders in Class F- 


Class C comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of four persons; 
(b) — account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of five persons; 


(c) — account-holders with a household income of between $39,001 and $48,000 living in a household of seven or more persons; but does not 
include account-holders in Class G. 


Class D comprises: 
(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of five persons; and 


(b)  account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of six persons; but does not include 
account-holders in Class H. 


Class E comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class A who also meet any of the following 
conditions: 


(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class F comprises: 

(a) account-holders with a household income of $28,000 or less living in a household of six or more persons; 

(b)  account-holders with a household income of between $28,001 and $39,000 living in a household of seven or more persons; or 

(c)  account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class B who also meet any of the following conditions: 
i. the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
ii. the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household is an Aboriginal person; or 


iii. the account-holder or any member of the account-holder ’s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive 
medical device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class G comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class C who also meet any of the following 
conditions: 


(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class H comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under Class D who also meet any of the following 
conditions: 


(a) _ the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) _ the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


Class | comprises account-holders with a household income and household size described under paragraphs (a) or (b) of Class F who also meet 
any of the following conditions: 


(a) the dwelling to which the account relates is heated primarily by electricity; 
(b) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder s household is an Aboriginal person; or 


(c) the account-holder or any member of the account-holder ’s household regularly uses, for medical purposes, an electricity-intensive medical 
device at the dwelling to which the account relates. 


5.1.3 In the event of a conflict, an order of the Board under subsection 79.2(4) of the Act prevails over this section 5.1 to the extent of the conflict. 


5.1.4 The Board may from time to time, without a hearing, revise the income parameters of the classes described in section 5.1.2, having regard to any 


changes to the Low-Income Measures published by Statistics Canada, except that no such revision shall be effective before January 1, 2017. 


5.2 Amount of OESP Rate Assistance 


5.2.1 Beginning January 1, 2016, consumers in the classes described in section 5.1 who have been approved by the CSP for OESP rate assistance are eligible 


Jor the following amounts of assistance: 
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1, Consumers in Class A are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class A under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


2. Consumers in Class B are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class B under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


3 Consumers in Class C are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class C under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


4. | Consumers in Class D are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class D under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


5. Consumers in Class E are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class E under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


6. | Consumers in Class F are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class F under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


7. Consumers in Class G are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class G under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; 


8. Consumers in Class H are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class H under section 9.1 of 
the Distribution System Code; and 


9. Consumers in Class 1 are eligible for the same amount as is provided for by the Board for consumers described in Class I under section 9.1 of the 
Distribution System Code. 


5.3 Application of OESP Rate Assistance to the Bill 


5.3.1 Where a unit sub-meter provider receives notice from the CSP that a consumer is eligible for rate assistance under the OESP. the unit sub-meter 
provider shall as soon as reasonably practicable apply the rate assistance specified in the notice to the consumer ¥; bill. 


5.3.2 The unit sub-meter provider shall apply the OESP rate assistance on the consumers bill for the eligibility period specified in the notice, unless a 
different eligibility period is specified by the CSP any time thereafter or the unit sub-meter provider issues a final bill to the consumer before the 
eligibility period has expired. 


5.3.3 Where a unit sub-meter provider receives notice from the CSP that a consumer’: eligibility for rate assistance under the OESP has been renewed 
or canceled, or that the amount of rate assistance for which the consumer is eligible has changed, the unit sub-meter provider shall implement the 
necessary changes to the consumer ’s bill as soon as reasonably practicable. 


5.3.4 Where a unit sub-meter provider issues a bill covering less than a full billing period, the unit sub-meter provider may prorate the amount of the OESP 
rate assistance. 


5.3.5 Where a unit sub-meter provider disconnects and issues a final bill to a consumer who is receiving OESP rate assistance and within two billing 
period reconnects the consumer at the same premises, the unit sub-meter provider shall upon the reconnection apply the OESP rate assistance to the 
consumer 8 bill for the remainder of the eligibility period under section 5.3.2, if any. 


5.3.6 Where the OESP rate assistance applied to a consumer § bill exceeds the amount owing on the bill, the unit sub-meter provider shall carry forward the 
credit to one or more subsequent bills, however the unit sub-meter provider shall not issue a refund of the credit to the consumer at any time including 
at the time the account is closed or transferred. 


5.4 Billing Corrections 


5.4.1 Where a unit sub-meter provider receives notice from the CSP of a correction to the amount of rate assistance that was specified in a notice under 
section 5.3.1, or where the unit sub-meter provider discovers that it has mistakenly applied an amount of rate assistance to a consumer § bill other than 
the amount specified in the notice under section 5.3.1, the unit sub-meter provider shall apply the corrected amount as soon as reasonably practicable. 


5.4.2 Where the corrected amount is greater than the amount that was specified in the notice under section 5.3.1, the unit sub-meter provider shall apply any 
rate assistance owing as a credit on the consumer 5 account and identify the amount credited as a billing adjustment on the bill. 


5.4.3 Where the corrected amount is less than the amount that was specified in the notice under section 5.3.1, the unit sub-meter provider shall not be entitled 
to recoup any rate assistance that the consumer has already received, and for greater certainty the unit sub-meter provider shall not collect any such 
rate assistance as under-billed amounts under sections 4.9.6 and 4.9.7, without the approval of the Board. 


5.5. Technical and Administrative Requirements of the CSP 


5.5.1 A unit sub-meter provider shall adhere to any technical and administrative requirements set out in a procedure or guideline issued by the CSP, provided 
that no such procedure or guideline is effective until it is approved by the Board. 


5.6 Communications with Consumers 


5.6.1 A unit sub-meter provider shall notify a consumer in writing that the consumer § eligibility period for OESP rate assistance is expiring at least 60 
days before the period expires, and shall include in the notice information about applying for a renewal of the eligibility period. If the unit sub-meter 
provider sends the notice by mail, the unit sub-meter provider shall not include the notice in the same envelope as a bill or any other documentation 
emanating from the unit sub-meter provider. 


5.6.2 A unit sub-meter provider shall post on its website a link to the Boards OESP application portal. 
5.7 Settlement 


5.7.1 For each calendar month in which a unit sub-meter provider applies any OESP rate assistance on consumer bills or collects any OESP-related 
charges, the unit sub-meter provider shall settle with the IESO within such time limits as the IESO specifies.

PILOT PROJECT — AUTOMATED VEHICLES 


INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 


Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“approval” means approval to test automated vehicles issued under section 9; 


“automated driving system” means a system that performs dynamic driving tasks to operate a vehicle with limited or no need 
for any dynamic driving task to be performed by a human driver; 


“automated vehicle” means a motor vehicle or a street car, excluding a motorcycle or motor-assisted bicycle, with an 
automated driving system that operates at driving automation Level 3, 4 or 5; 


“drive”, in relation to an automated vehicle, includes driving or causing the operation of the automated vehicle, with or 
without the automated driving system being engaged; 


“dynamic driving task” includes a task required for the operational aspect of driving, such as steering, braking, accelerating 
and monitoring the vehicle and roadway, and a task required for the tactical aspect of driving, such as responding to events 
and determining when to change lanes, turn or use signals, but does not include a task required for the strategic aspect of 
driving, such as determining destinations; 


“Level” means an automated driving system’s level of driving automation for on-road vehicles, as defined in SAE Standard 
J3016; 


“owner”, in the case of a commercial motor vehicle, includes the operator, within the meaning of subsection 16 (1) of the Act; 
“Registrar” means the Registrar of Motor Vehicles; 


“SAE Standard J3016” means SAE International Standard J3016: Taxonomy and Definitions for Terms Related to On-Road 
Motor Vehicle Automated Driving Systems, issued on January 16, 2014 and available on SAE International’s website. 


(2) The Levels of driving automation are the following: 
1. Level 0 — no automation. 

Level | — driver assistance. 

Level 2 — partial automation. 


Level 3 — conditional automation.

Level 4 — high automation. 
6. Level 5 — full automation. 


(3) A person seated in the driver’s seat of an automated vehicle is considered to be driving the automated vehicle, and to 
be the driver of the vehicle, with or without the automated driving system being engaged. 
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Application 
2. (1) This Regulation applies to an automated vehicle, with or without the automated driving system being engaged. 


(2) This Regulation does not apply to a motor vehicle with an automated driving system that operates at driving automation 
Level 0, 1 or 2. 


PILoT PROJECT 
Pilot project established 
3. (1) A pilot project to evaluate the use of automated vehicles on highways is established. 


(2) The Minister shall conduct and complete an evaluation of the use of automated vehicles on highways under the pilot 
project before the tenth anniversary of the day this Regulation comes into force. 


(3) The Minister may from time to time during the course of the pilot project conduct interim evaluations of the use of 
automated vehicles with an automated driving system that operates at driving automation Level 3 or 4 to determine if there 
is a need to continue to evaluate such vehicles under the pilot project. 


PROHIBITION AND PERMITTED USE 
Prohibition 


4. No person shall drive or permit the operation of an automated vehicle on a highway, except as permitted by this 
Regulation. 


Permitted use of automated vehicles 
5. A person may drive or permit the operation of an automated vehicle on a highway if, 
(a) the owner of the vehicle has been approved under section 9 to test automated vehicles; 
(b) the vehicle meets the requirements of sections 11 and 12; 
(c) the vehicle is in good working order; 
(d) the driver holds any of the following that authorizes him or her to drive the vehicle: 
(1) A valid Class A, B, C, D, E, F or G driver’s licence. 
(11) A valid driver’s licence issued by another jurisdiction. 
(iii) A valid International Driver’s Permit; 
(e) the driver complies with section 13; and 
(f) the vehicle is being driven only for testing purposes under the pilot project established by this Regulation. 
Application of Act 


6. The Act applies to the operation of an automated vehicle, to a person who drives an automated vehicle and to the owner 
of an automated vehicle. 


APPROVAL TO TEST AUTOMATED VEHICLES 
Who may apply for approval 


7. (1) The owner of one or more automated vehicles, if the requirements of subsection (2) or (3) are satisfied, may apply 
to the Registrar for approval to test the vehicles under the pilot project. 


(2) For vehicles that were originally manufactured as automated vehicles, 
(a) the owner must also be the original manufacturer of the vehicles; and 
(b) the owner must be a company, within the meaning of the Motor Vehicle Safety Act (Canada), that, 
(1) is authorized under that Act to apply a national safety mark to the vehicles, or 
(11) 1s a foreign manufacturer registered under that Act. 
(3) For vehicles that were not originally manufactured as automated vehicles but were converted into automated vehicles, 
(a) the owner must also be the person that converted the vehicles into automated vehicles; 


(b) the owner must be an original manufacturer of automated vehicles or a technology company, an academic or research 
institution or a manufacturer of parts, systems, equipment or components for automated driving systems; and 


(c) the Registrar must be satisfied that the owner has the expertise to properly convert vehicles into automated vehicles. 
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Required information and documents 
8. (1) An application for approval must include the following information and documents: 
1. The name and business address of the applicant. 


2. The name, business address, business telephone number, business fax number and business e-mail address of the 
applicant’s contact person for the purposes of this Regulation. 


3. Proof satisfactory to the Registrar of the applicant’s ownership of the vehicles. 
4. The total number of vehicles of any make, model and class to be tested. 


5. Declaration by the applicant that the vehicles are covered by automobile insurance, as defined in subsection | (1) of 
the Compulsory Automobile Insurance Act, in respect of any one accident, to the limit of at least $5,000,000, exclusive 
of interest and costs, against liability resulting from bodily injury to or the death of one or more persons and loss of or 
damage to property. 


6. Declaration by the applicant that the vehicles, 
i. comply with the requirements of sections 11 and 12, 
ll. are in good working order, 
ill. meet the statutory and regulatory requirements applicable to motor vehicles or street cars, as the case may be, and 
iv. are capable of being driven safely in Ontario. 
7. Declaration that the applicant will conduct the testing of the vehicles safely and in accordance with the law. 
8. Any other information relevant to the applicant, the vehicles, the testing or the drivers that the Registrar may request. 


(2) If requested to do so by the Registrar, an applicant shall demonstrate that an automated vehicle complies with 
subparagraph 6 111 or iv of subsection (1). 


Approval of application 


9. (1) The Registrar may approve an application that meets the requirements of section 11 subject to any conditions that 
the Registrar may impose, including any condition that the Registrar considers necessary to ensure that the testing will be 
conducted safely and in accordance with the law. 


(2) The Registrar may refuse to approve an application if he or she is not satisfied that the testing will be conducted safely 
and in accordance with the law. 


(3) If the Registrar imposes conditions in an approval, the owner shall comply with the conditions and shall ensure that 
the testing is conducted in compliance with the conditions. 


Revocation of approval 
10. (1) The Registrar may revoke an approval if, in his or her opinion, 


(a) false or inaccurate information, or information that was incomplete in a material respect, was provided in the 
application; 


(b) the person to whom the approval was issued, 
(1) does not comply with a condition of the approval, or 
(11) ceases to meet the requirements set out in section 7; 
(c) the testing of the vehicles has not been conducted, 
(i) in compliance with this Regulation, or 
(ii) in compliance with any conditions of the approval; or 
(d) the testing of the vehicles has not been or will not be conducted safely and in accordance with the law. 


(2) Notice of the revocation of an approval is sufficiently given if it is given to the owner’s contact person referred to in 
paragraph 2 of subsection 8 (1) by any of the following methods: 


1. Personal delivery to the contact person at the latest address for that person provided by the owner. 
2. Regular mail addressed to the contact person at the latest address for that person provided by the owner. 
3. Fax to the contact person at the latest fax number for that person provided by the owner. 


4. E-mail to the contact person at the latest e-mail address for that person provided by the owner. 
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(3) Unless the contact person establishes that he or she did not, acting in good faith, through absence, accident, illness or 
other cause beyond the person’s control, receive the notice, 


(a) notice given by regular mail is deemed to have been received on the fifth day after it was mailed; and 
(b) notice given by fax or by e-mail is deemed to have been received on the first business day after it was sent. 


(4) The approval is revoked on the day the notice of the revocation is received or deemed to have been received. 


AUTOMATED DRIVING SYSTEM 
Automated driving system requirements © 


11. (1) Fora vehicle that was originally manufactured as an automated vehicle, its automated driving system, 


(a) must comply with any applicable requirements of the Act and the regulations; 


(b) must comply with any requirements of the Motor Vehicle Safety.Act (Canada) that apply to automated driving systems 
for the vehicle’s year of manufacture; and 


(c) must comply with SAE Standard J3016. — 


(2) For a vehicle that was not originally manufactured as an automated vehicle but was converted into an automated 
vehicle, its automated driving system, 


(a) must comply with any applicable requirements of the Act and the regulations; 


(b) must not render the vehicle non-compliant in any respect with the Motor Vehicle Safety Act (Canada) or the Motor 
Vehicle Safety Regulations made under that Act; and 


(c) must comply with SAE Standard J3016. 
Mechanisms and systems included in automated driving system 


12. For every automated vehicle, its automated driving system must be equipped with the following mechanisms and 
system: 


1. A mechanism, easily accessible to the driver, that engages and disengages the automated driving system. 
2. Asystem that, 
i. safely alerts the driver if a failure of the automated driving system is detected while it is engaged, and 
i. does either of the following when an alert is given: 
A. requires the driver to take over all the dynamic driving tasks required to operate the vehicle, or 


B. if the driver does not or is unable to take over all the dynamic driving tasks required to operate the vehicle, 
causes the vehicle to safely move out of traffic and come to a complete stop. 


3. A mechanism that allows the driver to take over all the dynamic driving tasks required to operate the vehicle if the 
automated driving system fails or if the driver disengages the automated driving system. 


DRIVER’S DUTIES 
Driver’s duties 


13. (1) The driver of an automated vehicle shall remain at all times in the driver’s seat of the vehicle and shall monitor the 
vehicle’s operation. 


(2) The driver of an automated vehicle shall carry a copy of the approval in the vehicle. 


(3) The driver of an automated vehicle shall present a copy of the approval upon the demand of any police officer or officer 
appointed for enforcing or carrying out the provisions of the Act. 


(4) In the event of a collision or traffic stop, the driver of an automated vehicle shall advise the attending police officer or 
officer appointed for enforcing or carrying out the provisions of the Act that the vehicle is an automated vehicle and is being 
tested under the pilot project established by this Regulation. 


REporTS AND RECORDS 
Changes in information 


14. (1) An owner to whom an approval has been issued shall notify the Registrar of any change in the information 
provided to the Registrar in the application for approval no later than 10 days after the day the change occurs. 
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(2) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), an owner to whom an approval has been issued shall notify the 
Registrar, 


(a) if a vehicle listed in the original application for approval, identified by its make, model and class, is no longer being 
tested; 


(b) if a vehicle not listed in the original application for approval, identified by its make, model and class, is being tested; 
and 


(c) if a vehicle described in clause (b), identified by its make, model and class, is no longer being tested. 
Collision reports 


15. An owner to whom an approval has been issued shall notify the Registrar of any collision involving an automated 
vehicle no later than 10 days after the day the collision occurs and shall include the following information respecting the 
particulars of the collision: 


1. The vehicles involved, identified by their vehicle identification numbers. 
2. The persons involved. 
3. The location of the collision. 
4. The apparent cause of the collision. 
5. The details and extent of any personal injury or damage to property caused by the collision. 
6. Any other relevant information that the Registrar may request. 
Records retention 


16. (1) An owner to whom an approval has been issued shall retain any record that relates to its use of automated vehicles, 
including information requested under section 15, until the third anniversary of the day this Regulation 1s revoked. 


(2) The owner shall retain the records at its principal place of business in Ontario, if any, or, if the owner has notified the 
Registrar that it keeps records at other specified premises in Ontario, at those other premises. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), records in electronic form need not be retained at the premises described in that subsection if 
those records can be retrieved in a usable electronic or paper form promptly upon request. 


(4) The owner shall ensure that it maintains the capacity to retrieve its electronic records throughout the retention period 
described in subsection (1). 


Reports to Minister 


17. (1) If requested to do so by the Minister, an owner to whom an approval has been issued shall report in writing to the 
Minister on its use of automated vehicles under the pilot project, or on any aspect of that use that may be specified by the 
Minister. 


(2) If requested to do so by the Minister, the owner shall give the Minister any record referred to in subsection 16 (1) that 
the Minister may require to evaluate the pilot project. 


REVOCATION AND COMMENCEMENT 
Revocation 
18. This Regulation is revoked on the tenth anniversary of the day it comes into force. 
Commencement 


19. This Regulation comes into force on the later of January 1, 2016 and the day this Regulation is filed.

(b) on or after the day Ontario Regulation 310/15 comes into force and subject to subsection (5), if a source protection 
authority satisfies the requirements set out in subsection (7) to reduce the number of members in a source protection 
committee, no fewer than the minimum number of members set out opposite the source protection area or source 
protection region in Column 3 of the Table; or 


(c) on or after the day Ontario Regulation 310/15 comes into force and subject to subsection (6), if a source protection 
authority has reduced the number of members in a source protection committee under clause (b) and satisfies the 
requirements set out in subsection (7) to increase the number of members in the source protection committee, no 
more than the maximum number of members set out opposite the source protection area or source protection region 1n 
Column 2 of the Table. 


(2) Section 1 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsections: 


(4) Despite clauses (1) (b) and (c), the composition of the source protection committee must continue to meet the 
requirements set out in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of section 2. 


(5) For the purposes of clause (1) (b), the number of members in a source protection committee shall be reduced in 
accordance with the following rules: 


1. If the maximum number of members set out in Column 2 of the Table to this section with respect to the source 
protection committee is 21 members, the committee may be reduced in size to 18, 15, 12 or 9 members. 


2. If the maximum number of members set out in Column 2 of the Table to this section with respect to the source 
protection committee is 15 members, the committee may be reduced in size to 12, 9 or 6 members. 


3. If the maximum number of members set out in Column 2 of the Table to this section with respect to the source 
protection committee is 9 members, the committee may be reduced in size to 6 members. 


(6) For the purposes of clause (1) (c), the number of members in a source protection committee shall be increased in 
accordance with the following rules: 


1. If the minimum number of members set out in Column 3 of the Table to this section with respect to the source 
protection committee is 6 members and the maximum number of members set out in Column 2 of the Table with 
respect to the committee is 9 members, the committee may be increased in size to 9 members. 


2. If the minimum number of members set out in Column 3 of the Table to this section with respect to the source 
protection committee is 6 members and the maximum number of members set out in Column 2 of the Table with 
respect to the committee is 15 members, the committee may be increased in size to 9 or 12 or 15 members. 


3. If the minimum number of members set out in Column 3 of the Table to this section with respect to the source 
protection committee is 9 members and the maximum number of members set out opposite in Column 2 of the Table 
with respect to the committee is 21 members, the committee may be increased in size to 12, 15, 18 or 21 members. 


(7) The requirements referred to in clauses (1) (b) and (c) to reduce or increase the number of members in a source 
protection committee are the following: 


1. The source protection authority must consult with the chair of the source protection committee about the authority’s 
intention to pass a resolution described in paragraph 3 before passing such a resolution. 
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2. In the case of a source protection committee established for a source protection region, the lead source protection 
authority must consult with every other source protection authority in the source protection region before passing a 
resolution described in paragraph 3. 


3. The source protection authority must pass a resolution to reduce or increase the number of members of the source 
protection committee. 


(3) The Table to section 1 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted:

2. (1) Subsections 4 (1), (2), (3) and (4) of the Regulation are revoked and the following substituted: 


(1) Each source protection authority shall, before appointing a member to the committee under paragraphs 2 and 3 of 
section 2, publish a notice described in subsection (2) on the Internet. 


(2) A notice referred to in subsection (1) that is published on the Internet must contain the following information: 
1. Asummary of the functions of the source protection committee established by the source protection authority. 
2. Asummary of the obligations of a member of the source protection committee. 


3. Adescription of the information that must be submitted to the source protection authority by applicants for appointments 
pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2. 


4. The date by which applications for appointments pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2 must be submitted to the 
source protection authority. 


5. The address of the Internet website where the notice is published. 


6. The name, address and telephone number of a person who may be contacted for further information and to whom 
applications must be submitted. 


(3) In addition to publishing the notice required by subsection (1), if the source protection authority is of the opinion that 
it is necessary in the circumstances.to notify the public of the vacancy on the source protection committee by publishing a 
notice in a newspaper, the source protection authority shall publish a notice in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of 
the source protection authority, are of sufficient circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in all or in part of 
the source protection area or source protection region. 


(4) The date referred to in paragraph 4 of subsection (2) that is set out in a notice published on the Internet under 
subsection (1) shall be, 


(a) if notice is only published on the Internet under subsection (1), not earlier than one month after the notice is first 
published on the Internet; or 


(b) if notice is also published in a newspaper under subsection (3), not earlier than one month after the notice is first 
published in a newspaper. 
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(2) Subsection 4 (6) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “the notices” and substituting “the notice”. 
(3) Subsections 4 (7) and (8) of the Regulation are revoked. 

3. Section 5 of the Regulation is revoked. 

4. (1) Subclauses 6 (2) (d) (i), (ii) and (iii) of the Regulation are revoked and the following substituted: 


(i) one person to be appointed as a member of the source protection committee if, without regard to subsection 1 (3), 
under subsection | (1) the source protection committee has 6 or 9 members, 


(ii) two persons to be appointed as members of the source protection committee if, without regard to subsection | (3), 
under subsection | (1) the source protection committee has 12 or 15 members, or 


(iii) three persons to be appointed as members of the source protection committee if, without regard to subsection 1| 
(3), under subsection | (1) the source protection committee has 18 or 21 members. 


(2) Subsection 6 (3) of the Regulation is amended by adding “and the length of the term of the appointment” after 
“clause (2) (d)”. 


5. Section 8 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
Term of appointment 


8. (1) The term of the appointment of a member of a source protection committee who was appointed by a source 
protection authority on or before the day Ontario Regulation 310/15 came into force for a term governed by subsection 8 (1) 
or (3), as it read immediately before that day, expires in accordance with the following rules: 


1. In the case of a source protection committee established for a source protection area, the term must expire before 
January | of the calendar year in which the third annual progress report required by section 46 of the Act is required 
to be submitted. 


2. In the case of a source protection committee established for a source protection region, if the third annual progress 
reports required by section 46 of the Act with respect to the source protection areas in the source protection region are 
required to be submitted in the same calendar year, the term must expire before January | in that calendar year. 


3. In the case of a source protection committee established for a source protection region, if the third annual progress 
reports required by section 46 of the Act with respect to the source protection areas in the source protection region are 
required to be submitted in different calendar years, the term must expire before January | in the last calendar year in 
which the final report is required to be submitted. 


(2) A source protection authority that appoints a person as a member of a source protection committee on or after the day 
Ontario Regulation 310/15 comes into force may appoint the member for a term of not less than six months and not more 
than five years. 


(3) Despite subsections (1) and (2), the composition of the source protection committee must continue to meet the 
requirements set out in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of section 2. 


(4) Despite subsections (1) and (2), the term of the appointment of a member of a source protection committee who is 
appointed pursuant to section 6 is the term provided under subsection 6 (3). 


6. (1) Subsection 9 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding “Subject to subsection (1.1)” at the beginning. 
(2) Section 9 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(1.1) Ifa vacancy arises as a result of the expiration of a member’s term of office due to the operation of subsection 8 (3), 
as it read immediately before the day Ontario Regulation 310/15 came into force, the authority may appoint a new member to 
fill the vacancy or reappoint the same member as long as the term of the appointment or reappointment expires in accordance 
with the rules set out in subsection 8 (1). 


(3) Subsections 9 (3) and (4) of the Regulation are revoked and the following substituted: 

(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to, 

(a) a vacancy that arises as a result of the removal of a member from office under subsection 22 (6); or 

(b) a vacancy described in subsection (1.1) that is filled by the reappointment of a member under that subsection. 


7. Subsection 13 (1) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “that the source protection authority is authorized 
to appoint” and substituting “that the source protection authority is authorized to appoint under section 2”. 


8. Section 16 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
Meetings 


16. The source protection committee shall give notice of committee meetings to the public by publishing the current 
meeting schedule on the Internet and in such other manner as may be determined by the committee. 
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9. Paragraph 3 of section 19 of the Regulation is amended by striking out “A person designated by the Minister as” 
at the beginning. 


10. Section 21 of the Regulation is revoked.
